White Horse Hill fig ht, now near­ 
ing its fourth day, said the Ko­ 
reans were fig hting at a “ bloody 
pace” ag ainst the Chinese who 
“ have used up one division in the 
battle and are starting on their 
second.” 
He estimated the Reds had lost 
8,0(K) killed and wounded in three 
days 
of 
fittin g 
around White 
Horse. A Chinese division usually 
numbers about 10,000. 
Associated Press correspondent 
Milo Fametti at the front said 
South Korean infantrymen were 
within 70 yards of the crest to­ 
nig ht after several hours of hand- 
to-hand fig hting . 
He said an American officer es­ 
timated the Reds had lost 8,000 
killed and wounded in the three 
day* of fig hting around White 
Horse.

MOSCOW (JPi — Soviet Deputy 
Premier Nikolai Bulg anin told the 
big 19th All-Union Communist Par­ 
ty Cong ress last nig ht that a third 
world war would finish the United 
States as a fig hting power. 


Bulg anin and British Commu­ 
nist Chief Harry Pollitt joined the 
parade of speakers to the podium 
of the cong ress — apparently the 
larg est 
meeting 
of 
Communist 
leaders in history — after Maxim 
Z. Saburov, chairman of the state 
planning commission, outlined ob­ 
jectives of the current five year 
plan. 
Pollitt 
stressed principally the 
sig nificance of the cong ress for 
workers of the world.

He came over 
from England, hoping to be able to preach and to worship God in his own way. He was m sin­ 
cere Christian and preached not only to the settlers but also to the Indians. 
He went to their 
villages, learned the Indian lantuage and was beloved and trusted by them. 
Gradually, due to 
his divergence from the strict letter of church law. he became so unpopular with the elders that 
he was forced to flee from his home one winter night to escape arrest and deportation to England. 
His friend. C hief Massasoit, sheltered him in an Indian village until spring. 
Then, with a few 
faithful followers, he crossed the border into Rhode Island and. in 1636. established the elty of 
Providence. 
Here, all comers were welcome to establish homes and worship God as their con­ 
sciences dictated.—AP Newsfeature.
